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COP 28 UAE Resolution Point 8: The Presidency also led the launch of initiatives 
focused on collaboration towards reducing sectoral emissions, working with both 
Parties and non-Party stakeholders. The Global Cooling 

Pledge for COP 28 includes 66 national government signatories committed to working 
together with the aim of reducing cooling-related emissions across all sectors by at least 
68 per cent globally relative to 2022 levels by 2050. The 37 national government 
participants of the Mutual Recognition of Certification Schemes for Renewable and Low- 
Carbon Hydrogen and Hydrogen Derivatives will seek to work towards mutual 
recognition of their respective certification schemes on low-carbon hydrogen and 
hydrogen derivatives. The 52 signatories of the Oil and Gas Decarbonization Charter 
commit to netzero operations by 2050 at the latest and ending routine flaring by 2030

and near-zero upstream methane emissions. The Industrial 

Transition Accelerator, with the endorsement of 35 companies, will catalyse 
decarbonization across heavy-emitting sectors, including energy, industry, and 
transportation. 


Analysis and Review: 

The resolution point outlines initiatives led by the COP 28 Presidency aimed at 
collaboration to reduce sectoral emissions. Several initiatives are mentioned, including 
the Global Cooling Pledge, Mutual Recognition of Certification Schemes for Renewable 
and Low-Carbon Hydrogen, Oil and Gas Decarbonization Charter, and the Industrial 
Transition Accelerator. 


Positive Side of Resolution Point 8: 
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Diverse Initiatives: The resolution highlights a range of initiatives addressing sectoral 
emissions, demonstrating a multifaceted approach to tackling climate change. This 
diversity suggests a comprehensive strategy to address emissions across various 
sectors. 


Global Collaboration: The initiatives involve collaboration between Parties and non-Party 
stakeholders, showcasing a global commitment to addressing sectoral emissions. The 
participation of national governments, companies, and stakeholders reflects a collective 
effort toward common goals. 


Clear Targets: Each initiative outlined in the resolution provides specific emission 
reduction targets and commitments. Clear targets, such as reducing cooling-related 
emissions by at least 68 percent globally by 2050, provide measurable benchmarks for 
assessing progress. 


Timely and Ambitious Commitments: The resolution notes ambitious commitments, 
including netzero operations by 2050 for the Oil and Gas Decarbonization Charter 
and ending routine flaring by 2030. These commitments align with the urgency of 
climate action and signal a commitment to swift and impactful change. 


Negative Side of Resolution Point 8: 


Implementation Challenges: While the resolution outlines several initiatives with 
ambitious goals, the actual implementation details are not provided. Critics might 
question the feasibility and practicality of achieving these targets without a clear 
roadmap and implementation plan. 


Enforcement and Monitoring: The resolution does not elaborate on how the 
commitments will be enforced or monitored. Ensuring compliance with the outlined 
targets and holding stakeholders accountable may pose challenges without well-defined 
mechanisms. 


Inclusivity Concerns: The resolution does not specify whether all nations and 
stakeholders were invited to participate in these initiatives, potentially raising concerns 
about inclusivity and equitable participation. 


Dependence on Voluntary Commitments: The success of the initiatives relies on 
voluntary commitments from participating governments and companies. Critics might 
argue that without binding agreements and consequences for non-compliance, the 
impact of these initiatives may be limited. 


In summary, while the resolution showcases positive aspects such as diverse initiatives, 
global collaboration, clear targets, and ambitious commitments, concerns may arise 
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about implementation challenges, enforcement mechanisms, inclusivity, and the 


voluntary nature of the commitments.
